EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


With Gratitude And Thanks 


With reports of cotruption, conspiracies, and generally 
unethical behavior ringing in our ears, we are more than 
happy to report several instances locally in which the 
integrity of our own officials has been lauded. 

It isn’t necessary to spell out the names — but it has 
come to our attention that one large-scale developer has 
specifically discussed the fact that no one in Andover 
has as much as asked for a favor, never mind anything 
else. 

Salesmen, from time to time, have mentioned the fact 
that they are under no compulsion to even consider doing 
favors for local officials, nor is there ever the slightest 
indication that financial considerations should become 
involved. 

We should be profoundly thankful that this is the case, 

And we should be grateful to our dedicated municipal 
officials for the strict honesty with which they approach 
their responsibilities. 

The fact that some salesmen express surprise that this 
is the case here, based apparently on their experiences 
with other communities, lends further support to our 
feeling that local town officials deserve our gratitude and 


our continuing support. 


Study The Costs 


It would be smart for the town to undertake a study of 
trash removal costs during the year. 

There appears to be some sentiment throughout the 
town for this type of municipal service — but we believe 
no one currently knows what it would cost. Sure, there 
have been estimates and guesses — but we lack hard, 
factual data to back these up. 

If the town is to consider providing trash collection at 
some future date, we certainly must have accurate in- 
formation relating to costs, frequency of collection, 
whether it is to be contracted or municipally-operated. 

The Selectmen, within whose policy-making responsibi- 
lities this eventually comes, would do well to appoint a 
committee to study the subject unofficially, and report 
the findings next fall in time for the preparation of warrant 
articles if this step is thought to be advisable. 


How Much Is Too Much? 


The Selectmen are currently examining the School 
Committee’s proposal to acquire 40-plus acres of land off 
Wildwood rd. for a school site. 

The acreage would have access through the DeVries 
development, from South Main st., through existing 
streets, and would generally serve that growing section 
of town. 

Some questions have arisen as to the actual need for 
over 40 acres, when the minimum requirement for the 
school is about 12 acres, and the maximum, under state 
standards, would be, at most, 18. 

The Land Acquisition Committee has stated that at 
least 35 of the acres are usable, while the remainder 
probably can not be used for actual construction because 
of the water table. 

One of the parcels involved is already a sub-division 
and must go through Land Court if it is to be acquired and 
put to use by the town. The other parcel, containing both 
useful and wet land, is not now a recorded sub-division. 

Additionally, the town owns about ll good acres in the 
area, to which theSe other parcels would be added. 

We wonder, as did the Selectmen, whether it makes 
sood sense — in order to get a rectangular-shaped piece 
of land, and a large enough piece for future recreation 
uses — to buy or take so much property. There are those 
who believe the town should acquire as much land, 
throughout the community, as it can. Others feel that the 
town has no business owning more land than it needs for 
the specific purpose... .in this case a school. 

From a dollars and cents standpoint, it seems obvious 
that some money can be saved it all of the land is not 
secured. 

Secondly, and this is a matter of conjecture, is the 
town justified in buying and holding acreage, other than 
that specifically needed, for future municipal uses or as 
a green area? 

This question should be answered before the area is 


purchased.
